He had heard of theſe Murders, and as ſhe had 
formerly chair'd for Mrs. Duncamb, he afk'd 
her if any Body was taken up for the Murders, 
She faid, No: He told her, it was ſuſpect- 
ed the Fat muſt have been done by 
ſome Body acquainted with the Deceas'd : 
And as he had heard that ſhe had formerly 
done Bufineſs there, ſhe ſhould continue no 
longer in his Service, and therefore bid her 
look up his Things and go. Upon examining, 
he miſs'd ſome of his Cloaths, and the con- 
feſs'd ſhe had pawn'd them. This made him 
ſtill more uneaſy, and he reſolved ſhe ſhould 
ſtay no longer: Upon which the went down 
Stairs. His Suipicion cauſed him to ſearch

Linen, and a filver Tankard, with the Handle 
bloody. Looking under his Bed he found a 
Shift and an Apron all bloody.

A curious Deſcription of a Burning 
Vulcano, in the County of Kerry, 
as communicated by Letter to the 
Right Rev. the Biſhop of K—m—e. 


My Lord, | 


G should before now have fulfilled 


the Promiſe I made in my laſt, 

to give ſome, Account of the burning 
Clif, but Wee till the Earl of 
Kerry could be at Leiſure to go with 
me

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me to it; and the low Ebb of the 
Tide at the Equinox, afforded an 
Opportunity of obſerving the Cliff 
and the Coaſt about it more curiouſly. 


Theſe Circumftances concurred on 


Tueſday laſt, and I hope the follow- 
ing Deſcription will not, be unac- 
ceptable to one of the Biſhop of 
K—m—es Taſte. 
On the Kerry Coaſt of the Shan- 
wor, between the old Caſtles of Dune 
and Lick (which are about half a 
Mile aſunder) and oppoſite to Car- 
rick a Holt, the ancient Seat of the 
Earls of Clare, the Cliffs riſe to a 
great Height above the Sea, to 1, 2, 
or zoo Feet perpendicular, from 
which Height, by the undermining 
of the Waves, they ſometimes fall 
with mighty Violence into the 
Ocean. 
Near two Years ago a Piece of one 
of theſe high Cliffs fell off; where- 
n there broke out a Smoak, at- 
tended with a ftrong ſulphureous 
Smell. I will not take on me to de- 
termine whether the ſubterraneous 
hidden Fire was the Occaſion of the 
Cliff's falling, or the Collifion of the 
Rocks on that Accident, the Cauſe 
of the Fire; whichſoever of theſe it 
was, it has continued burning ever 
fince, and has waſted away ſo much 
of the Cliff, that there was falling 
from Time to Time a Space of it a- 
bout 60 Feet in Breadth, and 100 in 
Length. Theſe frequent Breaches 


have made an eaſy Deſcent to the Sca

E xtravagance in Feaſting was 
never at ſuch a Height as now, and 
perhaps that Conjecture may be right 
in the general. But if you look in- 
to Fuller's Hiſtory of the Church, p. 
92. you will find an Account of 
ſuch a Feaſt, as ſurely Heliogabalus 
himſelt never could boaſt of, and 
would have put him to the Bluſh. 
It was made by George Nevill, Bro- 
ther to the Great Earl of Warwick 
at his being made Archbiſhop of 
York, in the Year 1470, in the toth 
Year of King Edward IV. 

In which Feaſt was expended 300 
Quarters of Wheat; 330 Tons of 
Ale; 104 Toas of Wine; one Pipe 
of ſpiced Wine; 80 fat Oxen; 6 
wild Bulls; 1004 Wethers; 30a 
Hogs; zoo Calves; 3000 Geeſe; 
3000 Capons ; 300 Pigs; 200 Pea- 
cocks; 200 Cranes; 200 Kids; 
ooo Pidgeons ; 
400 Rabbits; 204 Bitterns: 4000 
Ducks; 400 Herons; 200 Phea- 
ſants; 500 Partridges ; 4000 Wood- 
cocks 3 400 Plovers ; 100 Curliews z

Remarks on the Report of the Committee 
for enquiring into the Frauds and 
Abuſes of the Cuſtoms. 


'ANVERS firſt explains the 
Occaſion of this Enquiry, as 
follows. 

Whilſt the Exci/e- Bill was depend- 
ing in the Houſe, the Advocates for 
it, both within Doors and without, 
laid the whole Streſs of their Argu- 
ment upon the Multiplicity of Frauds 
in the Cum. The Gentlemen 
on the other Side acknowledged there 
might be very great Frauds in the 
Cuſtoms, which ought to be remedi- 
ed; and declared they were ready to 
come into any Methods for that Pur- 

ſe, which did not tend to the 

ſtruction of Trade and Liberty, as 
they apprehended an Exciſe did. 
Hereupon, one of the Repreſenta- 
tives of this City, who is himſelf a 
very great Trader in Tobacco, moved 
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for an Account of the Frauds in that 
Commodity, for ten Years paſt; which 
appeared, upon Examination, to a- 
mount to ſuch a trifling Sum, conſi- 
dering the Extenſiveneſs of that 
Branch of Trade, that the Perſons, 
who firſt ſtarted the Objection, 
ſeem'd to be aſham'd of it, and in- 
ſiſted upon it no more; but the Gen- 
tlemen on the other Side, having de- 
feated the Exci/e-Scheme by their vi- 
gorous and publick-ſpirited Oppoſiti- 
on, were reſolved to go farther, and 
purge themſelves from any Imputati- 
on of deſigning to countenance 
Frauds of any Kind. For this Pur- 
poſe, it was propoſed by an honoura- 
' ble Member, that a Committee ſhould 
be appointed, with full Powers, to en- 
quire into the Frauds and Abuſes of 
the Cuftoms, in general. This Pro- 
poſition was ſo reaſonable in itſelf, 
and fo ſtrongly warranted by the A4. 
worates fir Extiſes, who founded 
their Scheme on theſe Frauds, that a 
certain Gentleman was very much 
puzzled and perplex'd with the 
Motion. He could not with any 
Decency recant his own repeated 
Aſſertions, and deny that there were 
any conſiderable Frauds in the Cu/- 
toms; or openly plead for ſcreening 
them from Diſcovery. Having there- 
fore mumbled the Thiſtles for ſome 
Time, he conſented to the Enquiry, 
and it was reſolved that the Commit- 
ree ſnould be choſen by Ballot; a 
Method of Voting, which was ori- 
ginally defign'd to prevent all un- 
warrantable Influence; but what was 
the Conduct of the Gentleman be- 
fore mention'd, upon this Occaſion ? 
Why, he ſummoned his Creatures to- 
gether, in a moſt extraordinary un- 
precedented Manner; and having 


told them, in a ſlabbering Speech, 
what a terrible Combination of all 
Parties was form'd againſt him, con- 
Jur'd them, in the moſt pathetick 
Manner, to ſtand by and ſupport 
him againſt the Deſigns of his Ene- 
mies. «Ts You, Gentlemen, laid he, 
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T owe every Thing T have in the Walz; 
and as without You I ſhould have bun 
nothing, I hope you will not Juffer þ

Having made this notable Speech

fai atteſted by proper Vouchers and 
Evidence. 

The Gentlemen proceed to obſerve 
that they were induced to begin their 
Examinations with the Frauds com- 
mitted in the Tobacts-Trade for ſeve- 
nl Reaſons, mentioned in their Re- 
wrt; particularly the great Impor- 
tance of this Trade to the Nation; 
the Greatneſs of the L:ſs to the Re- 
0,8 venue; and the Complaints of the 
8 Planters in Virginia. 
I omewhat ſurpriz'd to find the /a/ 
File mentioned, when it is fo 
el known how that Repreſentation 
nM obtained, and after we have re- 
n ceived Accounts from Virginia that

Words, or by any Words that can be put into 
our Addreſs, from giving his Sentiments 
freely on any Queſtion that may occur. If 
any Thing ſhould happen to be propoſcd in this 
Houſe, which evidently appears to be incon- 
fiſtent with the Liberties or the Trade of this 
Nation, I hope the Indignation of every Man 
that thinks fo, will riſe againſt ſuch a Propo- 
fition, and that he will oppoſe it with that 
honeſt Warmth as becomes every Man who 
has the Happinsſs of his Country at Heart: 
Such a Warnith is no unreaſonable Heat ; it 
does not proceed from Animoſity, but from 
that honeſt Zeal which every Man in this 
Houſe ought to have for the Conttitution, 
and for the Liberties and Properties of the 
People he repreſents. 

But, Sir, Before I fay any Thing more 
upon this Subject, I muſt take Notice of a 
preceding Part of the Motion made by the 
Hon. Gentleman: He propoſes for us to fay, 
That ve will raiſe the Supplies in ſuch Manner 
as will miſt conduce to the preſent and future 
Eaſe of the Subjef. Now, Sir, I muſt take 
Norice that there feems to be a great Jealouſy 
without Docrs, as if ſomething were intended 
to be done in this Seiſion, that may be de- 
ſtructive to our Liberties, and detrimental to 
our Trade: From whence this Jealouſy hath 
ariſen, I do not know, but certain it is that 
there is ſuch a Jealouſy among all Sorts of 
People,” and in all Corners of the Nation ; 
and therefore weought to take the firſt Oppor- 
tunity to quiet the Minds of the People, and 
to aſlure them that they may depend upon the 
Honour and Integrity of this Houſe, and that 
we never will content to any Thing that 
may have the leaſt Appearance of being de- 
ſtructive to their Liberties, or detrimental to 
their Trade ; for which Reaſon, Sir, I muſt

Seſſions ſucceſſivel has paſſed in this Houſe 
without any Aton, and has been as often 
thrown out in the other. What their Reaſons 
were for ſo often throwing out ſuch a Bill, I 
ſhall not take upon me ſo much as to gueſs at;

fition in this Houſe: Some Gentlemen, in- 
deed, teftified a Sort of Diſhke to the Bill, A 
but Ithink they never carried it fo far as to 
form any Argument againſt it, or to bring 
the Aflair to a Debate.

E what are called the Privileges of this Houſe; 
it is only a Reftraint that the Members 
have thought proper to lay on themſelves, 
for the more orderly carrying on the Pub- 
lick Buſineſs, and to prevent any trifling 
Thing from being brought before us; and this 
Reſtraint has been found ſo convenient and 
nezeſſary for preſerving the Honour of the 

F Houſe, that it has never for many Yer 
be:n departed from, but on the moſt ex- 
traurdinaty Occaſions. 

Mr. C---r of the F--r. Sir, what tie 
Hon. Gentleman has moved for, is certainly 
an extraordinary Method of rn and 
a Method which is never followed but an 
ſome very extraordinary and preſſing Occaf- 
on. As to the Precedent mentioned, 1 

G was one of the moſt extraordinary Occaſions 
that ever can happen, and in a Caſe that r. 
quired the utm-ſt Diſpatch. I cannot think 
there is any Compariſon between that Caf 
and the preſent ; there is, Sir, in the pre t

Sir F--n B-rn--d ſaid in Subſtance, That 
as the Trade then ſtood between our Northern 
Colonies and the French Sugar Iſlands, it ap- 
peared that our Colonies bought Melaſſes of 
them at a very low Price, and diſtilled them 
into Rum, by which they provided themſelves 
at a ſmall Charge with the Rum that was ne- 
ceſſary for them in their Trade with the I- 
dians, and in their Fiſhing Trade; they had, 
it was true, moſt of the Materials for making 
this Rum from the French, but then the Ma- B 
nufacture was all their own, and thereby a 
great many of our Subjects in that Part of the 


World were employed and maintained : That * 


by laying ſuch a high Duty on French Melaſſes, 
we ſhould lay them under a Neceſſity of ma- 
nufacturing it themſelves, ſo that our Subjects 
would loſe all that Employment, and inftead 


of buying Melaſſes in their natural Dreſs from C neceſſary for putting our own Sugar Iſlands on

rench, as they did formerly, they would 
be obliged to purchaſe the ſame Melaſſes ma- 
nufactured into Rum, whereby the French Su- 
gar Iſlands would take of them at leaſt 3 
Times the Money they took formerly.

the Towns ſo open, that it would be i 

to prevent the Running of French Rum on 
ſhoar, or the conveying it from one Town to 
another after it is landed. No, not even if 
we ſhonld ſend thither the whole Army of Ex- 
ciſe Officers which we have here at home. 
The ſending of them thither might indeed add 
a good deal to our Happineſs in this Country, 
but all of them together could be of no Service 
for ſuch a Purpoſe in that Country. That as 
to the laying a Duty both on Foreign Rum 
and Melaſſes, he would not be a- 
gainſt it, but then it ought to be only a ſmall

brought in: This he ſaid was a ſcandalous O- 
verſight when theſe Duties were firſt impoſ- 
ed, but it was much more ſcandalous that in 
ſo long a Time this Overſight had never been 
amended, Several Examples of this Over- 
fight, he ſaid, could be given, but he would 
then only mention the Duties on Foreign

VERY Body knows (fays 

D' Anvers ) that a Land-Tax of 

me Shilling is laid by Parliament for 
fre bundred thouſand Pounds; ſo that 
this Sum extraordinary muſt have 
deen raiſed on Tobacco and Wine, in 
order to take it off from the Lang. 
But before we admit ſuch an mprove- 
mnt of the Revenue to be practicable, 
tis neceſſary to ſuppole two Things; 
irt, that the Frauds in the Duties 
M thiſe trwo Commodities, do actually 
Mount to 500, oool. aNar; and 2dly, 
at an Exciſe would have effectual- 
ly put a Stop to them. The mini/e- 
Fia! Writer; pretended at firſt that as 
le former was really the Caſe, ſo 
atter would have been the happy 


G 


even the Projector himſelf was not 
aſhamed to inſiſt on both theſe Points 
in the famous Letter ta his Elefors, 
dignify'd with that unlucky Motto, 
Magna eſt Veritas & PRXVYALERIr. 
He propoſed to raiſe 200,0001. of 
this annual Sum on Tobacco, and 
zoo, ooo Il. on Wine. But when this 
Affair came under the Deliberation of 
Parliament, the Abſurdity of his 
Computation ſtared him ſo full in 
the Face, as to put him almoſt out of 
Countenance; for it appeared, that 
the whole net Duties on Tobareo did 
not amount, upon the lirgeſt Calcula- 
tion, to much above 200,000. aYear, 
communilas Annis; and that theSegizures 
on this Branch of the Revenue did not 
exceed 1400l. a Year, ata Medium of 
7 Years, from 1724 to 1731. Itlike- 
wiſe appeared by the Accounts laid be. 
fore the Houle, that the/eSe/2Zares have

continued to decreaſe very conſiderably 
ſince the Vear 1728; at which Time the 
Government was put into a Method of 
detecting andpreventing ſeveral Frauds 
in this Trade, by that very Body of 
Merchants, who have been ſince treat- 
ed in ſo extraordinary a Manner. 
it therefore reaſonable to ſuppoſe that 
the Frauds unaijſcover'd can amount to 
as much as the whole net Duty; or 
that an Exciſe would have brought 
them all to Light? No; even the 
Projectar himſelf was ſo far Irom in- 
ſiſting on this Point ci7hin Doors, 
that he did not pretend to advance 
the Duties on obacco, by the Altera- 
tion propoſed, above Hirty thouſand 
Pounds a Year; and it was demonttra- 
bly proved by other Gentlemen, that it 
would not really be advanced much 
above a third Part that Sum. 

But let us ſuppoſe his own Com- 
putation to be juſt; that an Exciſe 
would have encreaſed the Duties on 
Tobacco 30,0001. a Near; in that 
Caſe, I ſay, there would ſtill have 
been wanting 470, col.

Sum therefore mult have been raiſed 
by an Improvement of the Dutics 
on Wine, which was the other 
Branch of his Scheme. Now, it ap- 
pear'd to the Houſe, that the 5/e 
Daties on this Commodity came to lit- 
tle more than oo, ooo l. per Aux. at 
a Medium of 7 Years, from 1724 to 
1731; and that the Scizares, tor the 
ſame Term, did not amount to col. 
ger Ann. ſo that 469300). a car, the 
remaining Part of the ſaid 5co.cool. 
maſt have been raiſed by an ex:raor- 
ainary Iinportaticn of Wine, (which 
would, no Doubt, have been ot infi- 
nite Advantage to this Kingdom, in 
the Balince of our Trade) or by the 
wonderlul Operation of this Scheme, 
in detecting allthe myſterions Practi- 
ces of the Wine Brewers, and putting 
a Stop to the Smuglers. 

As ridiculous as this Way of Rea- 
ſoning may ſeem and really is, it 

contains the whole Force of the Ar- 
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guments, which have been advanced 
and ſtill continue to be propagated 
in Favour of the late Scheme. But 25 
finking Men are apt to catch at any 
Twig, and the Projector is viſibly at 
his Wits End how to paciſy the ge- 
neral Reſentments of the People a. 
gainlt him, for his late Attempt on 
their Liberties; we cannot wonder 
that he ſhould endeavour to work u 
the /anded" Men into a Belief that his 
only Deſign was to eaſe them, and 
that all this Infamy is fallen upon 
B him purely on their Account. They 
have, indeed, been ſo very uncourte- 
ous as not to enter into his Way of 
Thinking; nay, even to join with 
their Countrymen in the trading In- 
tereſt againſt him.

Proceedings are had againſt his Eſtate, 
unleſs that be in Controverſy ; but 
i to avoid a Goal, he abſents, and 
can't be found, his Eſtate is enter'd 
upon, and ſequeſtred to pay the 
Debt ; and thus far, no Doubt, the 
Proceedings are juſt and equitable :

Men were inſenſibly habituated. The 
original State of Monarchy is juſtly 
delcribed by him as very different from 
what it is now in all arbitrary Go- 
vernments. Kings were then no more 
than Chiefs, or principal Magiſtrates 
in States Republican and free. 

It ought to give every Engliſhman 
the greateſt Satisfaction to find the 
Conſtitution we now live under, 
lace its laſt Renewal, bearing ſo near 
2 Reſemblance to primitive Liberty. 
Our Princes are now, in a great Mea- 
ſure, upon the ſame Foot with the/?

but, Beloved, ſhe was no prodigal 


Woman, but a ſparing Woman; for 
to ſpare Candle, ſhe would ſtir up the 
Coals with her Knitting-Pins, and by 
that Light ſhe would fit and knit, and 


make as good Work as many other 
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Women by Day-Light :. Beloved, 1 
have a Pair of Stockings upon my 
Legs that were knit in the ſame Man- 
ner, and they are the beſt Stockings 
that ever I wore in my Life. 

Secondly, She was the beſt Maker 
of Toaſt in Drink that ever I eat in 
my Life, and they were brown Toaſts 
too: For when I uſed to go in a Morn- 
ing, ſhe would ask me to cat a Toaſt ; 
which I was very willing to do, be- 
cauſe ſhe had ſuch an artificial Way of 
toaſting it, no Ways ſlack, nor burn- 
ing it; beſides ſhe had ſuch a pretty 
Way of grating Nutmeg, of dipping 
it in the Beer, and ſuch a Piece of rare 
Cheeſe, that I muſt needs ſay, they 
were the beſt Toaſts that ever I cat 
in my Life.

to receive all the Information that can be given 
by any Gentleman in this Houſe. 

It is certain, Sir, there are daily very great 
Frauds committed in the collecting of the Re- 
venue, and if any Way can be fallen on to pre- 
vent thoſe Frauds, ſuch a Project ought to be 
embraced, and the Author thereof, whoever he 
may be, would deſerve the Thanks of his 
Country; fox-it would not only be a great Ad- 
vantage to the Revenue, but to every fair Tra- 
der in the Nation; becauſe wherever a Tax i 
laid on, and not collected regularly from every 
Man ſubject thereto, it is really making the 
fair Trader pay to the Publick, what the frau- 
dulent Trader turns into his own Pocket, and 
thereby the Smuggler is enabled to underſel the 
fair Trader, by which all the fair Traders i 
the Nation muſt be at laſt undone.

My Lords, 
There is, indeed, a continual Rival/tip be- 
tween the two great contending Powers of 
Europe; there always will, I hope, be ſuch a 
Rivalſhip ; for if ever it ſhould ceaſe, which 
it never can but by one of them being ſwal- 
lowed up by the cther, it would be an unlucky 
Thing for this Nation, as well as for all the 
reſt of Exrepe; but, My Lords, ate we to 
keep up a namercus Standing Army as long as 
that Rivaiſhip ſhall continue ? If fo, we muſt 
never think of any Reduction: No, My 
Lords, that Rivalſhip has already continued 
for many Ages, and yet we have always ſup- 
ported ourſelves againſt both, without having 
ever kept up any Standing Army. The only 
Way we have to force a Reſpect from both 
theſe Powers, is to do as we have always for- 
merly done, to put our whole Truſt in our 
natural Strength, which confifts in our Fleet, 
and in the Bravery of our Men in general; 
as long as we truſt to this, and obſerve a Neu- 
trality as to both theſe Powers, we ſhall be 
courted by both; we may fall in ſometimes 
with the one, and ſometimes with the cther, 
as may ſuit with our own latereſt 3 by fuch a 


- 
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Management we ſhall always hold the Balance 
of Eurepe in our own Hands. 

But, My Lordi, if we be always the firſt 
to enter into Alliances, and the original con- 
tracting Parties in moſt Treaties, we thereby 
give the Power of holding the Balance of E«- 

out of our Hands; and the neglecting our 
Fleet and our Militia, will toon render us con- 
temptible to every one of our Neighbours, un- 
lefs we reſolve to keep up a much more nume- 
tous Army than what is propoſed by this Bill ; 
and ſuch a Propoſition will I hope never be 
approved of by a Majority of either Houle of 

Parliament. 
A Standing Army and a military Law has, 


My Lordi, been always inconſiſtent with the 


Liberties of the People: The Officers and 
Soldiers under ſuch a Regulation are always 
obliged to give the moſt implicit Obedience to 
the Commands of their ſuperior Officers; 
they muſt not enquire whether their Orders be 
according to Law ; if they do, they are guilty 
of Mutiny, and may be immediately ſhot. 
The chief Commander of an Army muſt al- 
ways be veſted with an arbitrary and abſolute 
Power over the Army, and if it be numerous, 
he may eaſily by their Means extend his 
Power over the whole People. In this Coun- 
try we have the Happineſs to be ſurrounded by 
the Sea, we know how difficult and expenſive 
it is to make any Invaſion upon us with any 
great Body of Men; any ſuch Invaſion we 
muſt have a timely Warning of, and by 
having our Militia in good Order, and our 
Men, as they were formerly, all trained up to 
Arms, we ſhould always be able to draw, 
upon any Occaſion, and in any Place within the 
Iſland, a great Army together, to oppoſe our 
Enemies, if they ſhould happen to eſcape our 
Fleet at Seas In our preſent Circumſtances, 
My Lords, and confidering the happy Situa- 
tion of our Country, 1 muſt be of Opinion, 
that 12,000 Men are abundantly ſufficient 
for all the good Uſes we can have for them, 
and therefore I ſhall give my Aſſent to the 
Reduction propoſed. 
D—ke of A——/e. My Lords, I agree 
with thoſe Lords who ſay, that we ought to 
truſt toour Fleet- It is happy for us that-we 
are ſurrounded by the Sea, for if it were other- 
wiſe, inſtead of the ſmall Number of Forces 
now propoſed to be kept up, it would be neceſ- 
fary for us to keep up at leaſt three Times 
the Number: Let us but conſider the great 
Armies kept on Foot by our Neighbours, 
and then we muſt conclude, that if they could 
invade us by Land, a Regular Army of 
60,000 Men would hardly be fufficient for our 
Defence; and beſides this, My Lords, we 


 hould be obliged to be at a great Expence in 


fortifying all our Cities and Towns. Theſe 
Misfortunes and Charges we are free from, 
by being ſurrounded by the Sea, and as long as 
we have a Fleet ſuperior to that of any ore of 
our Neighbours, it is hardly poſſible for them 


to invade us with any confiderable Armas 
ment; but, My Lords. we are not to tru 
entirely to our Fleet for protecting vs againſt a 
ſmall Force; an Invaſion with a ſmall Force 
may be ſo ſuddenly made, that the Troops 
may be landed befure we have any Account of 
their Embarkation z at leaſt a ſmall Fleet 
may be got out to Sea, before we have any 


A Account of their Deſign ; and if they be once 


got into the wide Ocean, it is well known 
how eaſily they may eſcape being met with by 
our Fleet. If ever a ſmall Number of Regular 
Forces ſhould be landed, and we had no Re- 
gular Forces to oppoſe to them, what would te 
the Conſequence? Why, My Lardi, we 
might be ſubdued before we could have it in our 
Power to make any Reſiſtance againſt a Bud 
of Regular and Well-diſciplined Veterans. 
I have, My Lords, heard Gentlemen con- 
temn the Spaniſþ Armada, in Queen Eliza- 
betb's Time; but in my Opinion, it was 
lucky for this Country that they never got 10 
the Shore ; they had, My Lorgs, 16,000 Ve- 
teran Troops on board, which were to have 
been reinforced with as many more as ſoon ag 


C the Fleet could return to fetch them: I am 


afraid, if that Armada had not met with the 
Fate they did at Sea, that wiſe Queen would 
not have found a great deal of Satety in the 
Militia ſhe had raited : And but lately, My 
Lords, we were again in great Danger frcm 
the ſame Country; then indeed they did not 
pretend to be a Match for us at Sea, and for 
that Reaſon they prepared for an Invaſion 
2 us with a ſmall Number of Troops, and 

ey did it ſo privately and ſo ſpeedily, that 
they might have been landed before we knew 
any Thing of the Deſign, if their Fleet had 
not again been diſſipated by the Storms: They 
had then, tis true, but a ſmall Number of Reęu- 
lar Forces ; but few as they were, if we had had 
no Regular Forces to have oppoſed to them, 


E they would heve been ſufficient for the D. ſin, 


conſidering the great Aſſiſtance they would 
have got from the Diſaffected. Even notw th- 
ſtanding the Regular Forces we then had on 
Foot, we do not know what would have been 
the Conſequences of their Landing, it would at 
leaſt have involved our Country in a Civil 
War, we muſt again have contended for cur 
Liberties and Prep-rties in a doubtful Field of 
Pattle. Such Defigns will always be forming 
againſt us, if we reduce our Army too lw. 
Every Country muſt. have ſomething te 
truſt to for its Defence againſt its Enem's- 
I have conſidered this Queſtion as much, I de 
lieve, as any Man 3 I have conv-ried with 3 
great many Gentlemen upor the Subject, a" 
] have read, I believe, all that ever was wre 
upon the Head ; and the Whole, in my Op- 
nion, may be reduced to theſe thre* Expo ety 
which are propoſed in the room of 2 Stud 
Army of our own Subjects 5 to wit, car Fleety 
our Militiay or an Army of foreign Anger 
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As to our truſting altogether to our Fleet, 
the Experience of all Ages ſhews us the Pre- 
ciriouſneſs of it; beſides the Inſtances I have 
already given, we know what Danger we were 
in, in 1703. The Invaſion then defigned 
might very probabiy have taken EfteR, if the 
French Commanders had had general or diſcre- 
tionary Orders, but happily for us they had 
peremptory Orders to land only at ſuch a 
Place; and it not being in their Power to land 
at that Place, their Orders did not permit them 
to land at any other. In that Country the 
Cuſtom then was, for the King's Council and 
Miniſters to direct both their Generals and 
their Admirals in every Part of their Conduct: 
a Lady perhaps gave Directions to the General 
when to fight, and a Secretary of State, who 
perhaps never ſaw a Ship in his Life, gave Or- 
ders to their Admiral how to ſail: To this we 
owed our Safety at that Time, for by the Or- 
ders their Admiral had, he could not well 
avoid being met with by our Fleet ; but this 
was not the only Thing that then faved us; 
that Fleet might have failed, and the Troops 
might have been landed according to thoſe per. 
emptory Orders, before we could have fitted out 
a Fleet to have intercepted them, it it had not 
been for a private Pique or a Sort of Jealouſy 
berween two great Ladies at the Court of 
France, by which their Preparations at Dun- 
li were retarded, and their Fleet kept from 
Sailing for ſeveral Weeks. 

Even the happy Revolution, My Lords, is 
a2 Inſtance how little a Fleet is to be depended 
en; King William, in his Way to England at 
that Time, came in Sight of the Eng/if Fleet; 
but the Winds were ſo contrary, that it was 
| impoſſible for the Eng/zÞ Fleet to come up 

with the Dutch ; if they had, My Lerds, that 
gorious Attempt, by which we recovered our 
Liberties, might have been defeated : By this 
Accident we then recovered our Liberties ; but 


p if we ſhould ever reſolve to truſt entirely to 
o tur Fleet, the ſame Accident may hereafter 


be the Cauſe of our loſing them. 

The ſecond Expedient propoſed in the room 
2 Standing Army, is the Militia: Now, 
My Lords, confidering the preſent State of our 
Milt, I believe, it will not be pretended that 
ve can truſt to them; I confeſs that the Mili- 
tia of a Country may be brought under ſuch 
eu Diſcipline, as to make them almeſt equal 
v any Regular Troops; but, I believe, ſuch 
a Thing is not to be done in this Country : 

*ncw ſez how much Grumbling is occafion- 
by the Militia's being called out to exerciſe 
Oe a Year, and from thence we may 
Mp: what would be the Conſequence if they 
Mere to be called out once or twice a Week, 
Which would be neceſſary, in order to kee 
0 * always well-diſciplined. 1 have, My 
y a, often heard it inſiſted on, that the 
ag up of a Standing Army raiſes Diſaf- 

N 19 the Government ; this I cannot a-

gree with, but from what Idaily ſee, I muſt 

conclude,that the laying the whole Militia under 

a Neceſſity of Marching out to exerciſe once 

or twice every Week, would raiſe a moſt ter- 

rible Diſaffection, which would be the mae 
ſo, becauſe the Diſaffected would not only have 

Arms in their Hands, but would have ſome 
A fort of Skill in ufing them. 

I have, My Lords, ſeen a great many Pro- 

jects for Keeping the Militia under a good 
Diſcipline, but in my Opinion, every one of 
them would in this Country prove impracti- 
cable, or much more expenſive than the Re- 
gular Army now kept up. But, My Lords, 
ſuppoſing ſuch 2 Project practicable, what is 
the Difference as to our Liberties? Is a Soldier 
in a Red Coat more dangerous to our Liberties 
than a Soldier in a Black, a Blue or a Whze 
Coat? Fot my Part, I can fee nothing more 
terrible in Red than in any other Colour, nor 
can I think that an Army in Red is more 
dangerous to our Liberties than an Army in 
Black; I do not know, indeed, but the latter 
may be the moſt dangerous of the two: They 
have certainly done much more Miſchief to 
Mankind, and to this Country in particular. 
As to the Power of the King, it is the fame 
over the Militia that it is over a Standing 
Army ; and if he were to make any Attempts 
upon our Liberties, would it not be as eaſy for 
him to model the Militia, as it would be to 
model the Army? 
D As for the Officers and Soldiers of the Ar- 
my's being obliged to obey the Orders they re- 
ceive from their ſuperior Officers without any 
Limitation, it is certain, My Lords, they are 
not; they are obliged to obey only legal Or- 
ders. If I were upon the Head of my Regiment, 
and ſhould order them to ſhoot a Gentleman 
innocently paſſing by, might not my Regiment 
refuſe to obey any ſuch Orders? Yes, and their 
Conde& would be approved of by any Court- 
Martial, and the only Perſon to be condemned, 
would be he who gave the illegal Orders. The 
Officers and Soldiers of the Army are there- 
fore in this as well as in moſt other Reſpects 
upon the ſame Footing with thoſe of the Mi- 
litia, or at leaſt upon the ſame Footing that 
the Militia muſt be put on, before they can be 
made uſeful for the Defence of the Nation, 

Thus, My Lords, it appears, that a Stand- 
ing Army of our own Subjects can be no more 
dangerous than a well-diſciplined Militia ; and 
by late Experience we find, that they behaved 
after the fame Manner. In the Reign of the 
late King James, the Army behaved in the 
ſame Manner as the Militia had done under 
his Father. It is a Sort of Article of Faith 
among ſome People, that no Attempts were 
G made againſt our Liberties in the Reign of 

K. Charles I. But, My Lords, the Caſe is ſo 

far otherwiſe, that his whole Reign, at leaft 

from the Beginning-to the Year 1641, was 

a continued Scene of the moſt arbitrary and 
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oppreſſive Meaſures; what by his Court of 
Star-Chamber, and by his Spiritual Courts (of 
theſe Lit, I think, My Laras, we have ſome 
till remaining) did not he oppre!s the Subject 
in the moſt unprecedented Manner? Even the 
firſt Set of Miniſters he had, began to encroach 
upon the Liberties of their Country; but after 
them he got a ſpiritual prime Miniſter, an 
Archbiſhop, who ſoon drove the Nail to the 
Kead, and laid the People under a Neceſſity 
of taking Arms in Defence of their Libzrtics ; 
That King and his Miniſters had taken all 
poſſible Care to model the Militia; but what 
was the Conſequence? When Affairs were 
come to this Criſis, that they mult fight ei - 
ther for the Liberties of the People or againſt 
them, many ot thoſe Officers the King had 
named took Party againſt him, and the Orders 
of thuſe who appeared for him were in many 
Places deſpiſed by the Private Men. The 
Army under his Son behaved in the very ſame 
Mziuncr, and it will always be ſo; in the Caſe 
ef Civil War, the Army being Part of the 
People, they will certainly behave as the Peo- 
le do. 
Now, My Lords, as to auxiliary Troops, 

I believe no Man will pretend we ought to 
keep a Standing Army of Foreign Aux'liaries 
within the Kingdom, and if we ſhould upon 
any Occafion call any fuck to cur Aſfiſtance, 
we are not very ſure that they will go cut again 
at our Deſire: It has been molt juſtly obſcrved 
by a very great Author, that whatever Coun 
try truſts her Defence to foreign Auxiliaries, 
muſt become the Slave of thoſe in whom the 
puts her Tiuſt, Beſides, My Lords, Experi- 
ence has ſhewn us, that we cannot always de- 
pend upon their coming to our Aſſiſtance as 
Pon as called. The late unnatural Rebellion 
againſt his late Majeſty afforded us an Inſtance 
*of this; ſuch a dangerous InfurreQtion broke 
, and we had at the ſame Time fo few 
Tro ps of our own, that we were oblige to 
End to our Allics for that Aſſiſtance which 
they were engaged by Treaties to give us : Un- 
luck iy it had happened that the Dutch for 
we Time before had been ſo much addicted 
to that political Maxim of reducing their 
Army, that they were not in a Conditicn to 
make good their Engagements to us: When 
we applied to them, we were anſwered, that 
they had no more than was neceſſary for main- 
taining the'r Garriſons ; ſo that we were cblig- 
ed to hire Troops in Germany, and to wait till 
they marched down to the Datcb Garriſons, 
b-fore we could have a Man of the Dutch 
Troops to march to our Aſſiſtance: And we 
had then fo few Troops of cur own, that for 
{me Time after my Arrival in Scatland, I had 
but 1600 Men to make Head agiinſt almoſt 
zs many thouſands. It is very wrong to ima- 
'gine that in Time of Danger the whole Re- 
gular Army we have, can be brought together,

our beſt Subjects ſuffered from them: I then 
did what I could to remedy them, and in or- 
der to prevent any ſuch for the future, I ſhall 
always be againſt any Meaſure which may 
tend towards laying : & Government under a 
Neceſlity of calling in foreign Auxiliaries. 

Ido not know one Country in Europe, whoſe 
Liberties have been overturned by their Stand- 
ing Army. It is a Miſtake to ſay ſo of the 
Romans ; the Libertics of Rome were in a great 
meaſure overturned by the Luxury and Cor- 
rupticn that had crept in among the People 
long before the Time of Julias Cæſar; and 
in his Time, their Standing Army were ſo far 
trom being the only Means of Overturning the

viliſh Head of his own, ſo that by his own 
good Conduct, and the Bravery of his Troops 


he got the better of his Enemies, tho' they * 
had the greateſt Numbers even of regular Reg 
Troops of their Side.

ick Rule not only over the People, but 
iſe over the Court, and even over their 
Army too. In Sweden, My Lord, it was 
likewiſe their Prieſts that formerly eſtabliſhed 
an arbitrary Rule, and it was by their Army 
that their Liberties were reſtored; and in 
Denmark it was a Houſe of Commons that 
farrendered up their Liberties to the Crown. 
Thus, My Lords, we find that a Standing 
Army never had the chief Hand in deſtroying 
the Liberties of their Country ; nor indeed can 
it be ſuppoſed that they ever will : Can it be 
ſuppoſed that any Man of Common Senſe, 
who has a good Poſt in the Army, and 
has the Laws of his Country for his Pro- 
tection as long as he behaves well, will 
ever join in Meaſures for ſubjecting him- 
ſelf to the uncontrollable Will and giddy 
Pleaſure of any one Man ? He muſt know, 
that true Honour and Virtue, or a faithful 
Performance of his Duty could then be no 
Protection to him; his Life, his Eſtate, and 
every thing that is dear to him, muſt then de- 
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on the mere Pleaſure bf a Court; and e- 
very Man knows, that about Courts, true 
Honour and Virtue often falls a Sacrifice to 
Whiſpers, to deceitful Infinuations, and to 
falſe and private Accuſations. 
But, My Lords, it is not propoſed,that we 
ſhould put cur whole Truſt in the Army; the 
Number propoſed is no way ſufficient for that 
Purpoſe, But the main Strength of this Nation 
is the Superiority of our Fleet, and the Bravery

of our Men in general: Let us continue to pre- 


ſerve the preſent Superiority we have as to out 
Fleet; let us continue to cultivate Bravery and 
Military Diſcipline as much as poſſible a- 
mong our Men ih general; but do not let us, 
for the Sake of groundleſs Jealoufies and pre- 
tended Fears, expoſe the Peace of our Coun- 
try to be diſturbed by every neighbouring

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Led, for this very Reaſ:n that I am againſt 
a Standing Army; for it holds equally true 
of a Standing Army of our den Subjects, as 
of an Army of Foreign Auxiliaries ; whoever 
truſts his Defence to any Thing but himſelf, 
maſt be a Slave to that in which he puts his 
Truſt ; and whatever People put their whole 
Truſt in a Standing Army even of their own 
Subjects, will ſoon come to be as great Slaves 
as the People who put their Truſt in an 
Army of Foreign Troops; the Maſters may 
be ditferent, but the Slavery is the ſame, and 
will be equally grievous. 

I believe it never was ſaid, that a Standing 
Army is the only Method by which an arbi- 
trary Power may be eſtabliſhed ; there are, 
without Doubt, other Means of eſtabliſhing 
it, but it can never be long ſupported without 
a Standing Army. By a political and cunning 
Adminiſtration the People may be cheated out 
of their Lberties; by ſome ſpecious Pretence 
they may be induced to give up all thoſe Bar- 
riers which are the Defence of their Liberties, 
but the Fraud will at laſt be diſcovered, and 
then the People will reſume their antient 
Privileges, if there be no new Sort of Power 
eftabliſhed for protecting the arbitrary Goyern- 
ment againſt any ſuch Reſumption, which 
Power can never conſiſt in any Thing elſe but 
= Standing Army. : 

A Standing Army muſt therefore, My 


Lerds, be N to the Liberties of every 
Country. In ſome free Countries there may 


be at leaſt 2 Shew of Reaſon for their ſubmit- D 


ting to ſuch a Danger, but in this Country 
there cannot be any; we have a Fleet ſuperior 
to that of any of our Neighbours, and we 
know how difficult it is for any to invade us 
with a confiderable Force; foch Deſigns muſt 
always be diſcovered long before they can be 
ready for Execution; and as long as we pre- 
ſerve a ſaperior Fleet, we ſhall always have it 
in our Power to prevent it ; but granting that 
they ſhould by any ſtrenge Fatality or Negli- 
nce, eſtape our Fleets at Sea, " ſtill we 
Id have Time to prepare for their Recep- 
tion; if our Militia be always kept under a 
proper Diſcipline, they will be ſufficient for 
our Defence againſt any Power, as long as the 
King is poſſeſſed of the Affections of the Peo- 
ple in genetal, and thoſe he can never loſe ſo F 
readily as by defpifing the People, and truſting 
entirely to his Standing Army. 
As for thoſe ſmall Invaſions which the 
Noble Duke has mention'd, what tho' they 
had landed ? What would have been the Con- 
ſequence ? I hope, My Lords, it is not to be 
imagined, notwithſtanding the contemptible 
State to which our Militia has been reduced, 
that this Country is to be conquered by 6 or 
22 Men. Even the late K. William, tho 
had” eſcaped the Engliſh Fleet, where it is 
foppoſed he had's good many Friends, tho“ he 
Had double that Namber of Men, and tho' he

Commander, this may be done in a few 
Years, the Generality of them may be ſoon 
made regardleſs of every Thing but the Will 
of him who can prefer them to a ſuperior Com- 
mand: A large Revenue and many Officers C 
cannot be at once eftabliſhed upon a free Peo- 
ple, this muſt be done by flow Degrees, and 
requires many plaufible Pretences : And it is 
to be hoped that the Honour and Virtue of 
the Clergy would ſtand ſome little Shock, 
they could not at once be brought to that De- 
pee of Proſtitution which is neceſſary for the 
Efabliſhment of arbitrary Power. D

which the Liberties of every Country have F 
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more apt to increaſe both the Revenue and 
the Army than to diminiſh cither; and if an 
ambitious Prince ſhould ſucceed to the Crown, 
ſupported by ſuch a numerous Standing Army 
as what is now propoſed, fo long kept up as to 
have formed themſelves into a difterent B-dy 
from the People, and with ſuch a Crowd of 
Officers of the Revenue as we have at preſent, 
all depending upon him and removeable at his 
Pleafure, what may he not do ? 

I am ſurprized, My Lords, to hear it ſaid, 
that Standing Armies have had no Hand in 
overturning the Liberties of Europe, It is 
true that the moſt numerous Army cannot be 
dangerous to the Liberties of any Country, as 
long as it depends on a great many Heads ; an 
Army can never be dangerous, till it comes to 
be entirely dependent on one Man, which it ge- 
nerally does when it is long kept up, more 
_—_— if any one Man comes to get the 
whole Power into his Hands both of paying 
the Army, and of naming and preferring the 
ſeveral Officers employed therein. Julius 
Ceſar had too long à Head not to be ſenſible 
of this, and therefore he procured himſelf to 
be ſent into Gaul ; there he continued tor ſe- 
veral Years at the Head of numerous cen- 

ing Armies, and having got into his own 


quer 
Hands both the Power of paying and prefer- 


ring in his Army, he ſoon managed it fo as 
to make them entirely obedient to him; then 
commanded them to march againſt, and 
them he conquered his Country. If 
there had been no Standing Armies of either 
Side, the Conſequence could not have been 
the ſame; tho' a Civil War had broke out, 
the Armies newly raiſed by each Side muſt 
have had a Dependance upon a great many 
Chiefs, and which ever Side had got the 
Victory, the Chiefs would have taken Care 
of the Liberties of their Country; they 
would have ſettled them upon the antient 
Foundation, or upon a better, if any better 
could have been contrived. 

In Spain it was likewiſe by ſuch an Army 
that their Liberties were deftroyed ; the Inqui- 
fition, it is true, was ſet up much about the 
ſame Time, and in all Countries an Inquiſft- 
tion of ſome Kind or anotber generally ac- 
companies arbitrary Powerz there may be 
Courts of Inquifition with Regard to civil 
Affairs as well as religious, and all Inquifitions 
are at firſt eſtabliſhed en ſome plauſible Pre- 
tence, The baniſhing of the Mars and Jets, 
was the Ptetence made uſe of by Ferdi- 
nand then King of Spam, but the Ex- 
tending of his own Power was the latent and 
chief Reaſon : The Inquifition was not, how- 


G ever, the chief Cauſe of the Loſs of the Spa- 


n;/þ Liberties, it was only 2 Conſequence 3 
for before the. Setting up thereof, be had 
got the abſolute Command of a great Army, 
which had been kept up for ſeveral, Years, 
under Pretence of theix Wo with Fertiges 
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hoſe then King laid Pretenſions to the Crown 
o Spain; and by keeping his Country in 
continual Wars, he found Pretences to keep 
up a great Standing Army, with which, it is 
true, he conquered and baniſhed the Moors 
but he therewith likewiſe conquered the Liber- 
— of his Country ; and the Chains of the 
People were ſoon atter rivetted by a Prieft, a 
Cardinal Prime Minifter, who compleated the

In France too, My Lords, it was by Stand- 
ing Armies thiefly that their Liberties were 
undone ; it was not, indeed, by Armies mo- 
delled as they have them at preſent, but it 
was by altering the antient Military Force of 
the Kingdom; it was by their King's taking 
the Army à fa Solde, as they call it; for an- 
tiently the Military Force of that Kingdom 
Jepended chiefly on the Nobility or * 
Princes; their Armies were compoſed of the 
Troops ſent to the general Rendezvous by the 
ſevera! Princes of the Kingdom, who generally 
os their reſpective Troops; or if at any 

ime they had them maintained at the Publick 

Charge, yet each Prince retained in his on 
Hands the naming and preferring the Officers 
employed in his Troops, and therefore no one 
Man could ever procure to himſelf an abſolute 
Command over the Armies of that Kingdom ; 
but at laſt this laudable Cuſtom was laid afide, 
the King got into his own Hands the whole 
Power of raifing and paying the Armies to he 
employed for the Defence of the Kingdom; 
and tho for ſome Time after he had no Money 
for that Purpoſe but what was given — 
the States of France, yet we may really 1; 
upon this Change as the Beginning of the 
French Slavery. However, for a long Time 
aſter this, the Kings of France could never 

revail with their States to provide them with

ſucceeded beyond ExpeRation, by a

This great Prime Minifter was ſucceeded by 
another Prieſt, a foreign Prieft, who had all 
his bad Qualities but none of his good; þ 
that by his Miſconduct Frente was ſoon in» 
volved in a Civil War, and it is fa'd that one 
C of the greateſt Men of France at that Time, 
and one of the greateſt Generals of the Age, 
told — Regent, that the had a Fellow 
at the Heal of her Affairs who for his Crimes 
deſerved to be tugging at the Oar in one of 
her Gallies.

were juſtly intitled to; if they ſhewed him 
the leaſt Neglect, they immediately loft all 
Intereſt about the King; if any one of them 
Gobliged the Firſt Minifter, he might per- 
hays be allowed to keep his Poſt in the Army, 
he was made Uſe of when they had Occaſion 
or his venturing his Life for them, but from 
the Moment he diſobliged the King's Prime 
Minifter he loſt his Intereſt with Reſpect to 
the Army, he could not ſo much as make a 
Subaltern Officer; on the contrary his Recom- 
mencation was a fure Bar to any Man's Prefer-

have been doomed to be a ſeditious and a trea- 
ſonable Libel, and ſome of them would cer- 
tainly have paid with their Heads for their 
Preſumption; but the King's Death rid them 
of this Danger, and the Prime Miniſter who 
had done ſo many ill Things, was immediately 
ſeized, tried, condemned and executed under 
the Gallows. - 

By this Piece of publick Juſtice, the No-

and the whole Nation had 
been ſubjected to by the abſolute and uncon+ 
troulable Will of their former King; as there 
was no one of them that could have any 
Hopes of ſucceeding to his Arbitrary Power, 
therefore they all reſolved to put both the 
Government of the Kingdom, and the Com- 
mand of the Army, upon a new and a very 


E different Footing. As to the Government, 


they eſtabliſhed a limited Monarchy, and ſind-

It is no eaſy Matter to model an 
Army fo as to make it fit for ſuch Purpoſes ; 
we know how difficult it is to know thepri- 
vate Sentiments of Men's Hearts; in ſuch 
. Caſes Men often conceal their real Inclinati- 


direct contrary Opinion, which would make 
it very difficult for a Government that had 
any Defigns againſt the Liberties of the People, 
to know what Officers were to be turned out, 
or who were proper to be continued, or to be 

at in the Room of thoſe turned out. It would 
be impoſſible to accompliſh this in a Year's 
Time, and if any ſuch Practices were begun, 


E the Parliament at their next Meeting would 


certainly take Notice of it, and apply a proper 
Remedy before it could be poſſible for any 
Prince or Adminiſtration to make the Wound 
incurable ; and therefore, My Lords, I mult 
ſill be of Opinion that our Army, while iti 
continued from Year to Year by Parliament, 
cannot be of the leaſt ill Conſequence to our 


ooo Men in Great Britain, and another F Conſtitution, were it much more numerow 


than what is now propoſed. 
On the other Hand, My Lords, the Danger 

of reducing any Part of our Army is wy 
great: We know that ſuch Reductions hate 
often been attended with deſigned Invafions of 
Inſurrections ; this is a Danger we know If 
Experience, and therefore in common Prudence 
we ought not to come into any Meaſure by 
G which our Country may be again F 
loch a Danger. It is probable that none 
thaſe Invalions lately intended again 1 
would have been ſucceſsful; tho” they of 

\ faſe aſhore ; I hope no ſuch cvet 27 
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every one of them, if they had landed, would 
ure thrown the Nation into terrible Convul - 
ons. Is then, My , the Peace axd 
Quiet of our Country of no Conſideration ? 
Shall we expoſe our Country to frequent A- 
hrms and Confuſions, for the fake of avoid- 
ing an imaginary Danger, a Fear which can 
have no Foundation, as Jong as our Amy is 
continued only from Year to Year by Par- 
lament ? 

We know, My Lords, that there is a Par- 
ty in the Nation diſaffected to the Govern - 
ment; there always will, I am afraid, be 
ſuch a Party; and they, or at leaſt, a great 

of them, will always join any Invaſion 
that can be made upon us : Even out of Cha- 
rity to them we ought not to afford them any 
Hopes of Succeſs, by diſbanding a Part of 
cur Army; while they have no Hopes of Suc- 
ceſs they may grumble a little in private, but 
they will never venture to rebel openly, and 
while they continue in a peaceable State, they 
may live eaſily as Subjects, they will at leaſt 
preſerve their Lives and Eſtates from being for- 
ited by the Law; whereas if we reduce our 
Army, it will encourage Foreigners to invade 
u, and the Diſaffected to rebel againſt the Go- 
wermment, the Nation will never be free from 
Alarms, and we muſt be every now and then 
executing, or at leaſt forfeiting ſome of our 
Countrymen, perhaps ſome of our Relations. 

E— of B——1, My Lords, I have often 
heard the-preſent Argument debated in Parlia- 
nent; I was one of thoſe who were the Cauſe 
of the Army's being reduced fo low after the 
Peace of Ryſwick ; perhaps I repented of what 
Idid at that Time, becauſe gf the Turn that 
the Affairs of Eurpe took ſoon after : But I 
am fully convinced, I never ſhall have Occa- 
bon to repent of being for the Reduction yow 
propoſed, For my part, My Lords, I cannct 
but ſay, that the GT now before us puts 
me in mind of what happened to a Farm Houſe 
of mine.

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Sir, as we are now in a Committee for en - 
couraging home-made Spir.ts, it may not be 
improper for us to take into cur Conſideration 
the Duties payable on French Brandies and o- 
ther Foreign Spirits: As the Laws now ſtand, 
the Duties payab'e upon French Brandics a - 
mount in the whole to about 6s. 5d. per Gal- 
lon, which has always: been looked cn rather 
as a Prohibition than as a Duty to be fairly and 
honeftly paid either by the Importer or Con- 
ſumer; and indeed it has in Fact been always 
found to be ſo, for few or ane have ever paid 
that Duty; thoſe Brandes have always been 
ſmuggled and foie in upon us notwithſtanding 
all the Methods we could ever take to prevent 
it; or they have made uſe of an Artiſice to e- 
yade the Laws, which is this ; as the Laws 

at preſent, the Duties payable upon 


Flemiſh Brandies amount in the whole but to 


Gallon, and as it is not poſſible to 
diſtinguiſh Flemfb from French Brandies, there- 
fore great Quantities of French Brandies were 
carried fact to —— and from thence im- 
ported upon us as Fizmiſb Brandies ; after that 
they — carried to Oftend, and from thence 
imported as Flemiſb; and now for ſome Years 
paſt, they have been carried to Duniirh, and 
from thence brought to the leveral Ports of 
Britain, and entered as F/emijþ Brandies. 

As this Practice is, Sir, an Eva ſion of the 
Laws in being, it ought certainly to be re- 
medied, and the Manner how, will be the 
proper Queſticn now to be conſidered : If the 
Duties now payable upen French Bramlies ſhould 
be laid on all Fureign Spirits,” it would not on- 
ly encourage the Smuggling and Running 
Trade, but it would be a Prejudice to our 
own Diſtilling Trade; for our Diſtillers are 
under a Neceſhty of mixing up a certain Pro- 
portion cf French Brandy with our Egliſb 
Spirits, in order to make them fit for uſe ei- 
ther at home or abroad; and therefore if ſuch 
a Duty can be thought of to be laid upon all 
Foreign Spirits, as will prevent their being fold 
in this Country ſo cheap, as to interfere with 
the Conſumption of our home-made Spirits, 
and yet not diſable us from importing honeſtly 
and fairly as much as our Diſtillers may have 
Occaſion for in the Manufacture of our home- 
made Spirit, I hope Gentlemen will readily 
come in to ſuch a Propoſition. 

In order, Sir, to make ſuch a Propoſition 
to this Houſe, I have forſome time conſidered 
the Caſe, I have talked with ſome of the 
moſt noted Diſtillers in Town about it, and 
I have made all the Enquiries I thought 
for attaining to a full Infarmation as to this 
Particular; and from the whole I believe 
that a Duty of 5s. per Gallon upon all Fo- 
reign Brandies is the moſt proper Medium to 
be fixed on.

MosT CynisT1ian MAJESTY- 
The King has given, fince his Acceſſion to 
the Crown, ſo many ſhining Proofs of his 
Moderation and Love for his Country, that 
„ Imputation may even lie againft him for 
"ng urg d it to an Exceſs. But notwith- 
fanding he has ſo conſtantly preſetr d the 


Quiet and Welfare of his People to any Ambi- 
tion of extending the Limits of his Empire, 
Moderation has its Bounds as well as other 
Virtues; and Europe might have ſtill enjoy d 
a profound Peace, if the Enemies of France 
had not fore d his Majeſty to take up Arms in 
Defence of the Dignity of his Crown, the 
Glory of the French Nation, and the Honour 
and Li of Poland. 

Since the Throne of Poland has been va- 
cant, the King has paid a tender Regard to the 
Poliſh Liberties, he has exacted nothing from 
a People free and Arbiters of their own Fate. 
The Republick herſelf implor'd his Succour ; 
ſhe doubled her Importunity as her Dangers in- 
creas'd, and as ſhe ſaw herſelf environ'd with 
hoftile Armies; ſhe implor'd an Aſylum in 


the Juſtice and Power of his Majeſty ; an 


Aſylum always open to Powers threaten'd 
with Oppreſſion- The King, after the Ex- 
ample of his Anceſtors, has aſſur d Poland of 
his ProteQtion. He declar d it to the reſpec- 
tive Powers, in Terms the moſt inoftenfive, 
and with a Moderation ſuiting the Dignity of 
great Princes; nay, he acquainted the Court 
of Vienna, upon the earlieſt Occaſion, with 
the ſole Expedient that could poſſibly 
Diſorders in Europe, and all the Steps he has 
fince taken, are ſo many illuſtrious Monu- 
ments of his Care for the Preſervation of the 
publick Tranquillity. 
But a Conduct ſo prudent has not hinder d 
the Court of Vienna from thundering againſt 
a Prince born in the Boſom of Poland, and 
allied to his Majeſty by the neareſt Ties. That 
Court, encouraged by ſome former Meaſures 
tending to the Advancement of its private 
Views, has ſurpris d all Mankind, in an- 
ſwering his Majeſty's Declaration with T 
the moſt galling, and ſuch as ought to be un- 
known to Princes whoſe Scepters render 
them equal. The King has not exceeded 
the Limits that Wiſdom. and Decency pre- 
ſcribe him; he has not appear'd eager to take 
the Revenge that a perſonal Inſult upon his 
Honour requir d; and if his ag =. 
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the Effects of it as Jong as it was poſlible, 

without wounding the Dignity of his Crown, 

and the Honour cf his Blood. 

| Is it ta be deubted, whether the per ſonal 
Interest. of the En has not &termin d 
his Conduct, and influenc'd the Engagements 
he enter d into, to diſpoſe of a Crown diſtinct 
from the Empire, even before it was become 
vacant ? He then pretended equally to exclude 
Stau laut, becatſe of his Ties to France; 
and the Eleftor of Saxeny, becauſe he ſem'd 

at that Time to have Intereſts oppoſite to 
thoſe of the Houſe of Auſtria, The Death 
of King Azpuſtus gave Field for new Projects; 
the Elector haſten'd into the Views of the 
Emperor, and from that Moment cea*'d to 
deſerve the Excluſion which that Prince and 
the C:arina had given him. This Excluſion 
has been taken off, a new Ticaty has becn 
concluded to raiſe the Elector of 5axoxy to the 
Throne of Poland, and veral Armics hover d 
upon the Boidets of Poland to frighiea her 
inte a Compliance with thei Deſigns.

The Courts of Vienna and Ruf ought to 
dre p the auguſt Title of Protectors of Poland, 
for that Title does not empower them to cpen 
or ſhut the Avenues which lead to a vacant 
Throne: It is not in trampling upon the 
Rights of a Nation that the Name of Pro- 
tet tor is acquir'd, but in defending it againſt 
ſuch as would cppreſs it. Of this his Ma- 
jeſty's Conduct might exhibit an Example to 
the Emperor; not does he fear to challenge 
the Repnblick herſelf, or all Eurepe, to be 
his Jucges: For how much fever the King 
might wiſh the Re-accefſſion of a Prince whom 
France receiv'd in his Misfortunes, and whom 
the moft facred Ties has fince united to him, 
yet he has exacted nothing of the P, being 
convinc'd that it belongs to none but the Pi 
Nation to recall a Prince whom Misfortunes 
have a leng Time eftrang'd from its Betom.

I am ſure none of them ever thought 
of complaining till they were put upon it by 
Letters and Applications from hence. There 
are Hardſhips in all Trades, which Men muſt 
ſubmit to, or give up their Buſineſs ;- but 
every Man that underſtands the Tobaceo- 
Trade muſt ſee, that the Hardſhips the Fac- 
tors labour under, are by much the moſt nu-

This, Sir, is the plain now be- 
fore us, and if it be conſider d in its proper 
Light, without confounding it with other 
Matters with which it has no Relation, 
I am fure it cannot admit of any Debate. 
The Hon. Gentleman in opening this Affair 
to us, made it ſo manifeſt, that there have 
been great Frauds in that Branch of Trade, 
and that the preventing of thoſe Fraud 
would be a great Improvement to the publick 
Revenue, that what he advanced upon that 
Head, has not been oppoſed or contradifted : 
And this Houſe has been upon all Occafiong 
ſo very careful of the publick Revenues, and 
has been always ſo ready to agree to any Mea- 
ſures for preventing Abuſes in the collecting of 
them, that I cannot help thinking that the 
Diſlike that appears againſt the Remedy now 
propoſed, muſt eed from fome other Mo- 
ti ves than Gen are willing to own. 

It is certain, Sir, that by the Frauds and 
Abuſes in this Branch of the Revenue, not 
only the Publick is cheated of what is due 
to them, but likewiſe every private Conſumer 
is moſt groſely impoſed on, for he pays the 
ſame Price as if the Duties had actually been 
paid to the Publick. He a high Price 
for what he conſumes, but then he has this 
for his Comfort, that he thinks a great Part 
goes towards the publick Good of his Coun- 
try, but in all fraudulent Trade he is impoſed 


of many of his faithful Subjects, G on, the high Price he pays goes every Farthing 


of it into the Pocker of the fraudulent Deal- 
er. This then being plainly the Caſe, I 
ſhould think that the Gentlemen, who are to 
oppoſe this Scheme, would endexyour to ſhew

Whatever Clamours may have been unjuſtly 
raifed by ill-defigning Men againſt the Scheme

Subject in Britains This, Sir, is a Powe 
that is abſolutely neceſlary to be given, 2al 
will always be neceflary as long as we haw 
any Duties to be levied: It is a Power they 
have had for many Years, and yet it nevt 
has been, I hope it never will be abuſed; if 
ever it ſhould, the Parliament would without 
Doubt ſeverely chaſtiſe that Officer that com- 
mitted ſuch an Abuſe, or thoſe Commiſſion» 
ers who dared to encourage him in commiting 
it. In this therefore the Laws of the EN 
are no more ſevere than the Laws of the Cu-

To this a good Poet and a moral 
Writer, makes his Court, and en- 
deavours to gain it in the firſt Place; 
our Paſnons and Inelinations come 
over next; and our Reaſon ſurrendets 
itſelf in the End. Thus the whole 
Soul is inſenſibly drawn into Morali- 
ty: While on the other hand, it is 
univerſally agreed; that licentious 
Poetry does, of all Kinds of Writ- 
mg, the ſooneſt and moſt effectually 
corrupt the Heart.

The 
Piazza is grand and noble, and the 
Super- Structure, it ſupports, light 
and elegant: The Church here is. 
without a Rival, one of the moſt 
perfect Pieces of Architectute that 
the Art of Man can produce: No- 
thing can poſũbly be imagin'd more 
fimple, and yet Magnificence itſelf 
can hardly give greater Pleaſure. 

\ Leicefter-Sguare has nothing re- 
markable in it, but the Incloſure in 
the Middle, which alone affords the 
Inhabitants, round about it, ſome- 
thing like the Proſpect of a Gar- 
den, and preſerves it from the Rude- 
neſs of the Populace too. 

The Stables, at the Muſe, are cer-

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unhappy Sufferers; for I cannat imagine how 
it can be thought, that the granting a Lot- 
tery is either a Tax or an Impoſition upon the 
Publick. By granting a Lottery we do not 
oblige any Man to pay towards it, no 

is forced to become an Adventurer; it is reat- 
ly not ſo much a Grant of Money, as it is a 
Repeal, in ſo far, of an Act of Parlament 
lately made againſt private Lotteries ; for, if 
it were not for that Statute, the Charitable 
Corprration could of themſelves ſet up ſuch a 
a Lottery as is now propoſed: And as the 
making of that Law ,was occaſioned by the 
many Frauds that were committed by the 
Means of private Lotteries, and the down- 
night Bites that were often put upon People 
ueder that Name, the Cauſe entirely ceaſes 
with reſpect to the Lottery now propoſed, 
from which no Fraud or Bite can be ſo much 
az ſulpefted. : 

Sir Wi „ W——n. Sir, As to the 
Affair before us, I am afraid we are begin - 
ning at the wrong End. We are now in 2 
Committee to conſider of Ways and Means 
for relieving ſuch of the Sufferers in the C 
Charitable Corporation as ſhall be deemed Ob- 
jetts of Compaſſion z* and we are now going 
to reſolve upon a certain Sum to be appro- 
priated for that Relief, before we know any 
Thing about the Sufferers ; whether there 
be-any, or how many of them may be Ob- 
j:s of Compaſſion z or what Sum will be ne- 
ceſſury for giving them a proper Relief? All D 
theſe Queſtions I think ought to be reſolved, 
before we proceed to grant any Sum for that 
Purpoſe, either by Way of Lottery or any 
other Way. 1 am, Sir, firmly of Opinion, 
that we have no Power to lay on any publick 
Impoſition for the Relief of private Perſons ;

Day inquired into the Management of it; 2 
that what they have loſt is entirely owing 
to their own Act and Deed, or at leaſt to 
their own Neglect; they have nothing but 
Compaſſion to plead for granting them any 
Relief from the Publick, and I am afraid, 
if we conſider the Publick aright, and the 
Loads it already labours under, we muſt con- 
clude it is not in a proper Condition for grant- 
ing ſuch large Charities That other In- 
Rance, Sir, relating to the Tax for Relieving 
the Orphans of London, is till leſs to the 
preſent Caſe; it is a local Taxz it extends 
no further than the City, and it was moſt 
reaſonable that the Citizens of London ſhould 
be obliged to make good the Loſs that was 
ſuſtained by Perſons who were under a Ne- 
ceflity of Truſting their Money to them, 
or at leaſt to the Officers appointed by them. 

Now as to Lotteries, Sir, the Hon. 

Gentleman miſtakes it, if he imagines, that 
the Frauds committed in private Lotteries, 
was the only Reaſon for prohibiting by an 
expreſs Law the Setting up of any fuch. E- 
very Lottery, publick or private, is a Pub- 
lick Nuiſance, becauſe it makes a great 

poor unthinking People ruin themſelves by 
venturing more Money in that Way than 
their Circumſtances can admit of; and, as 
all Lotteries are a Sort of Gaming-Tables, 
they give great Encouragement to Mleneſi and 
Extravagance, by buoying up weak People 
withthe Hopes of getting Riches in another 
Way than that of Induſtry and Frugality, the 
only Way of getting Riches that ought to 
be by a wife People; therefore, 
Sir, the Cauſe of the Law does not ceaſe 
with reſpect of the Lottery now propoſed, but 
will I believe, grow more ſtrong againſt it than 
againſt any publick Lottery that ever was propoſ 
ed; for conſidering theExpences of — 
it is certain that the Corporation, or the Suf- 
ferers therein can make little or nothing by 
a Lottery, unleſs it be made fo diſadrantage- 
ous to the Adventurers, that no Man but a 
Madman will put any Money into it; and 
if ſuch a Lottery ſhould fill, it would be a 
very powerful Argument againſt this 
every Rook Loney that can be propoſed ; for 
it is ren lly granting a Licence by A& of 
Parliament to cheat People out of t 
ney, which is a Sort of Project for raifing 
Money that this Houſe will never, I hope, 
agree to in any Caſe whatever.

Caution : If in this we ſhould go à little too 
far, it is Erring on the ſafe Side; the greateſt C

come Objects of it. 

It cannot, I think, be faid, that we are 
beginning at the wrong End, by Voting for 
2 $00,000}, Lottery, re we know the 
Number of the Sufferers that are Objedts of D 
Compaſſion, or the Sum that will be wanted 
for giving them a proper Relief; becauſe, 
Sir, we are not now to ſettle the Scheme of 
the Lotttery ; before that, there will be Time 
w enquire into what Sum will be neceſſary, 
and according as that Sum is, large or ſmall, 
the Lottery may be made the more or the

No Sort of Lot- 
tery can be ſec up, but what muſt expoſe 
Mukituges te be ungone, and it is impoſſible to 
prevent ſeveral of thoſe fraudulent Practices 
dich are always ſet up under the Sanction of 
eve:y Publick Lottery. If then a Lottery be 
in itſelf a bad Thing, furely the leſs we have 
of it the betterz why ſhould we vote for a 
Lottery of 500,000/. if one of 250,c00/. 
will do the Buſineſs ? This Confideration alone 
makes it, Sir, in my Opinion, necellary firſt 
to conſider who are Objects of Compaſſion, 
and what Sum will be ſufficient to relieve 
them ; for if vpon ſuch Enquiry it be found 
that a Lottery of 250, oo0l. will be ſufficient 
for the End propoſed, it would certainly be 
very wrong in us to vote a Lottery of 500,c00!. 
for we ſeetn all to be convinced, that a 

for any Sum will do Miſchief, but a 

for a ſmall Sum can never do ſo much Miſchief 
as one for a large Sum. 

Gre H——te, Eſq; Sir, What is now 
propoſed ſeems to be a new Method of raifing 
Charity, but I hope the charitable Diſpoſition 
of the People of this Nation is not as yet fo 
much decayed, as to make it neceſſary to trick 
them into the giving of Charity ; when they 
are fully convinced, that the Uſe for which 
the Money is raiſed, is really charitable. In 
ſuch Caſes I have never as yet obſerved the 
People backward in ther Contributions; Iam, 
indeed, afraid that the Objects of Charity now 
under our Confideration would not meet with 
any great Relief from the People ; for the 
Generality of the Prople think, that thoſe 
who are undone by any Sort of Gaming or 
Stock-Jcbbing, are not proper Obects of 
Charity, Thoſe who are ruined by Ship- 
wrecks, by Fire, or ſuch Accidents, are cer- 
tainly much greater Objects of Charity, 
ang. more intitled to a Parliamentary Relief 
than theſe who ever were, or can be undone 
by the Miſmanagement of any Publick Stock, 
becauſe every Proprietor may look into the 
Affairs of the Company, and may prevent the 
Miſmanagement, if he is but tolerably careful 
of his own Intereſt 3 and yet we have never 
ſeen any of the former ſo much as claim a 
Relief from Parliament. 

What we are now about may com to be a 
very bad Precedent; it will for the future 
make all Proprietors of Publick Funds leb 
careſul of their Directors and Managers ; © 
that I am afraid, we may have many Appk- 
cations of the ſame Nature. There is now 2 
Company under our Conſideration, which 
will tkewiſe, I believe, ſtand in need of the 
fame Sort of Relief; and 1 do pot know, 
but that in nine or ten Years, another Neat 

ny may fins themſelves under a Ne. 
ceflity of applying for ſome Thing of the
